NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 20th May, 1994 

No. BIS[ECjREG|l.—In exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 38 of the Bureau of Indian 
Standards Act, 1986 (63 of 1986), the Executive 
Committee, with the previous approval of the Central 
Government, hereby makes the following regulations 
further to amend the Bureau of Indian Standards 
(Advisory Committees) Regulations, 1987 namely :■— 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the 
Bureau of Indian Standards (Advisory Committees) 
Amendment Regulations, 1994. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Bureau of Indian Standards (Advisory 
Committees) Regulation 1987, in regulation 3, 

(1) in sub-regulation (1), aftei clause (f), the 
following clause shall be inserted namely :— 

“(g) Consumer Policy Advisory Committee— 
Tt shall advise on policy and other matters 
relating to, 

(i) standards formulation activity to ensure 
that consumer interests and consumer 
view points are adequately taken care 
of; 

(ii) ways and means to propagate the Certi¬ 
fication Marks activity as a means of 
consumer welfare; 


(iii) on the need for changes in the structure 
of Bureau of Indian Standards activities 
in existing, or in new product or service 
areas in as far as consumer welfare is 
concerned; 

(iv) participation in the meetings of inter¬ 
national organizations aid consumer 
bodies such as Committee on Consumer 
Policy (COPOLCO); 

(v) communication between Bureau of 
Indian Standards and the common con¬ 
sumers especially with the objective of 
enhancing the public image of Bureau 
of Indian Standards; 

(vi) participation of consumer organizations in 

standards formulation work; 

(vii) liaison with Central Consumer Protection 
Council; and 

(viii) any other matter of relevance to con¬ 
sumer interest”; 

(2) in sub-regulation (2), after clause (f) the 
following clause shall be inserted, namely :— 

“(g) Consumer Policy Advisory Committee 

(i) a Chairman 

(ii) six other members”
